On tho momine of Fotruary 17, l$6k this office waa 
notified that tho SUBJECT had contacted the Albuquerque offlos 
of tho Federal Bureau of Inveatigatioa on Saturday, February 15 
196k and had told the agents in that office that he was enroute 
to Dallas to testify in tho JACK EUBY trial. The SDBJEOT vas 
asked if he had a subpoena aa a witness and ho stated 'No, but 
that he was GOinff to be there any how and testify.' 

This SUBJECT had previously contacted the Federal Bureau 
of Invootigation Agents in Fortlanl, Oregon and had told the 
Agents that he had dreamed that Liiii KAE7SY OSWALD was going to 
kill tho President in tho month of Ifovonber, I963. The SUBJECT 
stated that this drssn had ocoured in July of 1963. 

The Dallas FBI Aeents stated that the SUBJECT wa» 
probably onroute to Dallas and that he was driving a I960 
Oldonobile sodan, 2 door, color beige, bearing Oregon I963 
license 2Q-7837. 

At approximately lliOO am 2-17-6'^, the SUBJECT was 
ai-rested at the Dallas Comity Distriot Attorney's Office and 
had a pistol in his possession. This arrest was effected by 
A Dallas Police Offioor and a Dallas County Deputy Sheriff. 
SU2JBCT also had in his possession a rubber stamp for making 
oardo imprinted 'HELP STATIP OUT KIK33 TIE HSOItOID S3!ITIC3 

WAIIT TO ICTiiGRjlTE THEIR IKCEO C0USIK3 REACTIONARY NO. l.»
